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EXPLANATORY NOTES 
GENERAL 


The statistics are based on data obtained from insurance companies which 
insure against workers’ compensation, and from several organisations with approved 
workers' compensation schemes, The Workers Compensation Regulations require approved 
insurers (and schemes) to submit to the Government Statist a report on each claim for 
worker's compensation when the claim is closed, or at the expiry of 3 years if the 
claim is unclosed at the end of that time. At present, the collection is restricted 
to. fatal cases, and to those where the worker was incapacitated for work for a period 
of one week or more, An appendix has been included to provide information concerning 
accidents occurring on journeys to and from employment or during a recess period, 
disease cases, and workers compensation business transacted. 


It should be noted that tables published in previous bulletins for the year 
1964-65 are compiled on the basis of the Workers Compensation Act 1958. However, 
although the Act was amended in 1965, tables for the years 1965-66 and 1966-67 may 
comprise both bases because of the inclusion of unclosed cases from the last 5 years. 
This may affect comparability between the periods, A brief summary of workers' 
compensation legislation operating in Victoria appears on page 5. 


The method of collection used has imposed certain restrictions and 
qualifications on the resulting tables appearing in this bulletin, which may be 
summarised as follows: 


(a) Although the term “industrial accident" is used, the collection 
actually represents workers’ compensation claims finalised during 
the year concerned, and is subject to the limitations expressed by 
the Workers Compensation Act. The accidents to which the claims 
refer may have occurred in the year the claim was finalised or at 
some previous date, Each original claim has been regarded as a 
separate accident and although reports of re-opened claims are 
received no details of these have been included in the tables. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Amendment Act 1965, the 
definition of "worker" excludes any person employed whose 
remuneration exceeds $6,000 per annum. Although some employers do 
insure against liability for employees whose income exceeds the 
amount specified in the Act, it is not mandatory to do so, and 
consequently some employees in this category will not be included 
in the tabulations. 


Commonwealth employees are excluded from the provisions of the Act, 
and consequently some industry classifications are not covered at 
all while coverage is reduced in some other instances (e.g., defence 
services and communications). 


(a) Self-employed persons are likewise excluded and therefore industrial 
accidents occurring to them will not appear in the statistics. 
This is likely to have considerable effect when considering, for 
instance, rural industries. 


(e) The Act provides for compensation for injury arising on journeys to or 
from employment, or during a recess period. Details of such claims 
have been excluded from the tables in Parts i and 2 of this publication, 
but have been shown separately in the Appendix. 


(f) Disease claims, shown separately in the Appendix, exclude cases where 
the disease has been precipitated or aggravated by an accidental 
event. 


The tables listed in this bulletin are in the form of summary tables; however tables 
under detailed headings for industry, accident factor, and nature of injury have 
been prepared and the information shown in them is available on request. 


WORKERS COMPENSATION LEGISLATION ) 


The general principle of the legislation under the Workers Compensation 
Act is to protect workers who have entered into or work under a contract of service 
or apprenticeship with an employer, whether by way of manual labour, clerical work, 
or otherwise, Such workers are also protected while travelling to and from work, 
during recess periods, or from injury by the recurrence, aggravation, or acceleration 
of a pre-existing injury where employment is a contributing factor. 

It is compulsory for every employer (with the exception of certain schemes 
approved by the Board) to obtain from the State Accident Insurance Office, or from 
an insurance company approved by the Governor in Council, a policy of accident 
insurance for the full amount of his liability under the Act. 

Judicial administration of the Act is carried out by a County Court Judge, 
sitting with workers’ and employers' representatives as the Workers Compensation 
Board. 

As the law now stands any worker is covered, providing (a) he or she is 
not an outworker, and (b) his or her remuneration does not exceed $6,000 a year 
(excluding overtime). The extent of the principal benefits obtainable under the 
Act are: 


1. Where death results from the inju 
(a) If the worker leaves full dependants, compensation payable is $9,000 plus 


$200 for each child under 16 years. 

(b) If the worker leaves partial dependants the amount of compensation is 
a sum reasonable and proportionate to the injury, not exceeding the sum 
of $9,000,as awarded by the Workers Compensation Board. 

(c) If the worker has no dependants, reasonable medical and burial expenses 
are payable. 

(a4) If the worker was a minor,with no dependants, but had contributed towards 
the maintenance of the home or of members of his family, such members are 
deemed to be partial dependants. 

2, Where total incapacity for work :results from the inju 
The weekly payment during total incapacity is $20 for an adult worker 
($18 for a minor) or his average weekly earnings, whichever is less, plus 
$6 for his wife or relative standing in loco parentis to the children if 
the wife or relative is fully or mainly dependent on the earnings of the 
worker, plus $2.50 for each dependent child under sixteen years of age. 
(b) The combined total weekly payment is limited to the worker's average 
weekly earnings or $31 for an adult ($26 for a minor) whichever is less, 
and the maximum amount payable is limited to $10,000 unless the Workers 
Compensation Board otherwise determines. 


3. Where partial incapacity results from the inju 
(a) The worker is paid an amount which is calculated according to the variation 
between his average weekly earnings before injury and the average weekly 
amount he is earning or is able to earn after injury. 
(b) Where the worker is unable to obtain employment for which he is fit, the 


Board may order that he be treated as totally incapacitated. 


4. Other wiscellaneous benefits 
a) In addition to compensation, legislation provides for the payment #f the 


reasonable costs of hospital, medical, nursing, and ambulance services, 
inqurrad,whether or not the worker is incapacitated. Reasonable funeral 
expenses are also payable. 

(b) Coverage is provided where a worker contracts an industrjal disease and the 
definition of "injury" specifically includes a disease céntracted during 
the course of work which contributed to the disease. 

(c) Lump sum payments in redemption of weekly payments in respect of total or 
partial incapacity may be made at any time upon application by either 
party but at the absolute discretion of the Board, which fixes the amount. 

NOTE, More detailed particulars of workers’ compensation legislation may be 
obtained in the "Conspectus of Workers Compensation Legislation in Australia and 
Payua New Guinea" published by the Department of Labour and National Service. 


DEFINITIONS, ETC. 


Industrial accident, For the purpose of this collection, the following 
definition has been applied: “An industrial accident is a compensated work 
injury causing death, permanent disability; or absence of the injured person 
from work for one week or more, excluding journey cases, cases occurring 
during a recess period, and all disease cases except where the disease is 
considered to be precipitated or aggravated by an accidental event". 


2. Industry group. In Victoria, employers are rated for the purpose of workers' 
compensation premiums according to the type of business conducted, a premium 
being fixed for each "trade", For the purpose of this bulletin, all employees, 
regardless of occupation, take the "trade" classification of their employer 
with the exception of clerical workers and domestics. When the list of 
"trades" was compiled by insurers, it was allied closely with the industry 
classification used for the 1947 Census. This has been brought up to date 
from time to time, Accordingly, the industry groups shown in this bulletin 
approximate those used for Census purposes. However, as "Communication" 
employees are almost exclusively employed by the Commonwealth, and are 
consequently exempt from the provisions of the State Act, the remaining small 
numbers have been included with "Transport". Another variation is that 
"Finance" employees, whose work is normally of a clerical nature, have been 
included with “Other" industry, together with clerical workers generally, who 
are subject to a special premium rate distinct from that charged for the 
industry in which they are employed. It should also be noted that accidents 
to employees of the Gas and Fuel Corporation and the State Electricity 
Commission are included under the "Government, semi-government, finance, and 
other" industry group, as are employees of certain other State bodies. 


Accident factor. The various accident factors identified have been listed in 
the tables. “Accident factor" should not be interpreted as “cause of accident". 
In general it has been defined as "that underlying agency, other than human 
failing, which appears to contribute most materially to an accident, and 

which would be most likely to receive attention in efforts to prevent the 
occurrence of similar accidents". 


Injury site. In most cases the injury has been allocated to that part of the 
body affected by the injury. However, since effects of poisons, 
electrocutions, effects of weather, etc., cannot be assigned in most cases 

to any particular site, they have been included in the heading 

"General and unspecified". 


Headings, For reasons of space it has been necessary to abbreviate many of 
the headings used, but detailed lists are available for inspection at this 


Office.
